The  statement 
liy  Chairman  Urayton  that  it  was  un- 
fortunate tliat  the  asMociated  boanis  of 
trade  of  the  West  had  ever  made  a 
.statement  to  the  effect  that  the  C.  P.  U. 
had,  never  since  its  inception  reduced 
its  rates,  inasmucli  as  it  liail,  resulting 
in  the  production  of  a  mass  of  evidence 
at  no  use  at  all,  wa.s  a  feature  of  the 
afternoon  seHSton.  Durinfj  the  course 
(if  the  session  tlie  0.  X.  R.  was  asked 
whether  it  had  not  made  its  old  lines 
pay  for  new  ones  built  in  great  part 
to  benefit  land  owned  by  the  C.  N'.  It. 
itself   along   Us   lines. 

The  examination  of  Mr.  Mclnne.x,  of 
the  C.  1'.  i;.,  in  regard  to  ti;e  rates  in 
British  Columbia  was  also  commenced 
bv  W.  A.  Macdonald,  representing  that 
I'rovince,  who  stated  that  the  whole 
('.  P.  ft.  exhibit  of  rate  reductlon.«i 
might  as  well  have  never  l)een  pre- 
.senled.

After  urging  that  -  tiliip-Vi'-  Jif...  li.  got  a 
large  jiroportlon  ij^',1}^  tie.s  from  Sas- 
katchewan and  Alberta,  and  that  tliere-

.«;o  serious  a  western  expense  item  as 
had  been  i>resented,  Mr.  Pitblado  went 
on  to  ask  Mr.  Hanna  whether  it  was 
not  true  that  the  C.  X.  R.  had  tried  to 
pre-empt  tlie  best  parts  of  the  Prairie 
Provinces  and  had  to  this  end  Imllt  a 
number  of  non-paying  now  lines,  of 
which  the  old  lines  had  to  take  care. 
He  read  a  statement  of  C.  X.  R.  mile- 
age to  this  effect,  showing  it  was  much 
greater  this  year  than  the  C.  P.  R.,  and 
reacii  from  a  C.  N.  R.  annual  report  to 
show  that  the  road's  grain  traffic  was 
nn    exceedingly    remunerative    one. 

Mr.  Uanna  admitted  both  of  these 
facts. 

"How  long  is  ihi.s  policy  of  new  cnn» 
slruction  In  the  West  going  to  kee|i 
up?" 

"It  won't  go  on  very  many  days  if 
a  reduction  is  made  in  our  western 
rates,"    Mr.    Hanna    replied. 

Mr.  Pltblado  went  on  to  show  that 
ihe  building  of  new  lines  in  t!ie  West 
had  been  of  direct  benefit  to  the  C. 
X.  R.  It.self.  inasmuch  as  these  litiew 
liad  been  bviilt  In  districts  in  whlcli  the 
railway  owned  lanils.  He  said  the  fact 
that  the  C.  N.  R.  .accorded  no  "mixing 
privileges,"  such  as  was  accorded  In 
the 'United  States,  showed  that  the  ('. 
X.  R.  had  not  been  so  helpful  to  the 
settler  in  the  Canadian  \'i'est  as  It  had 
been  claimed.

Trade,  Denounces  in  Un- 
measured Terms  Financial 
Times  Attack  on  This  City 


XL-vyor  Beckwith.  at  the  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trade  yester- 
day, stamped  the  report  publiahed  in  a 
recent  Issue  of  The.  Financial  Tlmea. 
which  stated  that  "Victoria  was  In  such 
a  condition  that  It  would  have  to  bor- 
row the  enormous  sum  of  $11,000,000  to 
straighten  out  Its  finances,"  as  a  delib- 
erate falsehood,  calculated  to  hurt  the 
Interests  of  the  city,  and  that  such  a 
thing  ought  to  be  regarded  by  both 
press  and  public  as  an  outrage  upon 
civic    honor. 

The  mayor  craved  the  courtesy  of  the 
meeting  to  make  his  statement  on  the 
subject  which  he  regarded  as  of  such 
vital  importance  as  to  demand  a  hear- 
ing. Mr.  ,T.  .).  ahallcross,  the  president, 
Intimated  that  the  meeting  of'  the  board 
was  not  perhaps  the  pi;oper  place  for 
the  hearing  Of  such  a  statement,  but 
when  the  mayor  replied  telling  him 
that  the  Information  which  had  come  in 
lilm  on  the  sub.leet  was  of  such  import 
that  U  was  rlglit  and  proper  that  the 
Ponrd  of  Trade,  consisting  of  the  busi- 
ness tnen  of  the  city,  should  hear  at 
the  first  possible  opportunity,  tlie  presi- 
dent acceded.

This  Important  announcement  was 
made  tonight  on  the  authority  of  Prem- 
ier A.sciultli  and  CliancelU)r  of  the  I'l.x- 
chequer  David  Ijloyd  CJeorge,  by  Vis- 
count Haldane,  the  Uord  High  Cliancel- 
lor,  at  a  political  meeting  in  Manchester. 
Viscount  Haldane  said  the  existing  sys- 
tem of  education  was  chaotic  and  must 
be  altered.  It  would  be  an  expensive 
problem  to  handle,  and  the  expense  must 
not  be  borne  by  the  taxpayers.  It  \voi:Ul 
be  a  productive  expenditure,  and  it  was 
necessar.v,  "if  our  productive  power  is 
to  be  maintained  in  comparison  with 
that  of  our  rivals,"  he  added. 

The  announcement,  which  apparently 
points  to  a  scheme  for  national  educa- 
tion at  the  expen.«<e  of  the  State,  probab- 
ly would  be  interpreted  by  the  I'niotilsts 
as  a  defeat  of  the  Ijloyd  tieorge  section 
of  the  Cabinet,  which  has  been  endeav- 
oring to  make  the  land  question  the 
ttovernmont's  next  task.  Tho  osplana- 
tlon  given  hy  the  M  ini«lieH«tt»tsi«  tlial 
tlie  land  (i.iestion  cannot  be  dealt  with 
until  the  land  valuation  sche;ne  under- 
taken in  l.loyd  George's  famous  budget 
Is  completed,  dtid  that  will  require  at 
least  another  couple  of  years.

Adopts  Report  Recommending 
Government  to  Loan  Money 
at  Cheap  Rate  to  Farmers — 
Other  Provisions  Suggested

That  a  scheme  .should  be  devised  for 
the  loaning  of  money  to  farmers  at  a 
low  rate  of  interest  to  enable  them  to 
clear  their  land  more  easily;  that  a 
system  of  marketing  farm  iiroduce 
should  be  devised  along  eo-0!)erati v,' 
lines  and  that  storage  plants  and  other 
machinery  should  Ite  provided  hy  the 
tlovernment,  were  among  the  recom- 
mendations made  iiy  the  .Vgrlcultural 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade  yes- 
terday and  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  quarterly  meeting.  The  full  report 
was   aa   follows: 

Gentlemen, — Your  committee  on  agri- 
culture begs  to  report  having  confpsred 
with  representatives  of  the  B.  C.  Agri- 
cultural .Association  for  the  punxise  of 
preparing  recommendations  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  commission  on  agrii.'ul- 
ture.  Tlie  following  recommendations 
Hr«f    now    submitted    for    .vtitir    ajiproval: 

Commission    Suggoatad 

That  a  Commission  or  Board  of  .\;;rl- 
culture.  composed  of  men  thoroughly 
experienced  and  versed  In  land  .learlng, 
he  appointed  hy  the  Government  to 
.Tdopt  ways  and  means  whereby  farm- 
ers can  be  a!i«»lc^^»"J~i«v.  .i.M*n-,  at  a  low 
rale  of  inter?  iJ\v)  enable  them  to  clear, 
drain  and   otherwise  improve  their  land. 

That  further  provision  should  he  made 
for  the  organization  of  co-operative  as- 
.•-■ociations  with  powers  to  supervise  the 
expenditure  of  Government  loan.s  for 
land  clearing,  etc,  and  to  give  such 
gunrant.es  as  mnj'  be  required — and  to 
uudertoke  the  sale  of  produce  and  the 
purchase  of  supplies,  and  for  such 
oilur  purposes  as  ina.\  he  to  ihe  h<I- 
vantago  of  settlers  in  country  districts 
— such  associations  to  he  under  the  con- 
trol of  a  central  organization  under 
Government  management  to  deal  among 
other  things  with  the  marketing  of  pro- 
duce   outside    the    Province. 

That  the  Government  he  urged  to 
prepare  for  fultivatjon  of  imocriipled 
lands  In  large  tracts  and  dl.ipose  of  the 
same    to    bona    tide    settlers. 

That  a  Government  spraying  plant 
should  be  aiipplied  to  every  district 
where  the  cost  of  operation  la  guaran- 
tee<-l  hy  the  local  farmers  or  Co-opera- 
tive   Associations. 

■torafa  Vlanta 

That  pre-coollng  and  storage  plantia  be 
provided  by  the  Government  in  fruit 
districts  with  provision  tot  the  proper 
grading    and    packing    of    fruit. 

That  the  Government  be  urgeil  to  con- 
tinue the  policy  of  making  good  roads 
suitable  for  freight  motor  traffic  In 
country  districts  to  connect  with  the 
various  commercial  centres. 

That  It  Is  recommended  that  the 
Government  construct  and  maintain 
trunk  roads  through  organised  as  well 
Q«   unorganised   centrea. 

That  markets  to  be  used  b,v  actual 
producer^  should   ba  encouraged.

Dr.  S.  F.  Toliiiic,  in  moving  the  ad^jiw 
tlon  of  the  report,  said  that  there  was 
a  general  feeling  that  the  matter  of 
laml  clearing  and  the  cheap  loaning  of 
money  were  the  prime  issuer  of  the  case 
before  them.  The  practice  of  the  Go\- 
ernment  loanini;  money  to  the  peopl-; 
v.-as  In  operation  in  many  countries.  In 
-Australia  and  .■\frica  money  was  loaned 
at  a  rate  of  Interest  ranging  from  4  to 
5  per  cent.  In  Germany  and  France  the 
system  had  been  In  vogue  for  a  great 
number  of  years,  and  he  thought  that 
If  it  had  been  proved  to  be  advisable 
there  It  was  surely  more  advisable 
here,  where  the  conditions  of  farming 
were  perhapa  more  difficuU  in  their 
Initial  stages.  In  the  United  States  the 
farmer  had  to .  pay  as  much  as  S  jier 
cent  for  his  money,  but  in  Germany  tlie 
farmer  cOuld  raise  a  loan  for  about  \ 
per  cent.  These  loans  ran  from  one 
niontli    to   twenty   years. 

in  rc;^iir.i  to  land  clearing,  fort.v  acres 
liad  been  suggested  as  a  suitable  farm. 
He  did  not  think  that  that  was  qulto 
sufficient,  as  the  basis  of  farming  was 
livestock,  and  it  would  he  impossible  to 
keep  a  protitabtc  number  of  sheep  even 
on  forty  acres.  Thiat  amount  might  do 
for  chickens,  but  rtot  fur  mixed  farm- 
ing, unless  the  farmer  was  an  expert.

In  regard  to  im- 
migration ho  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  .Europeans  who  came  here  would  lie- 
long  to  the  north  and  not  the  soutli.

He  declared  that  in  the 
past  the  farms  of  this  country  had  been 
neglected.  ,  Farmers  were  more  con-

just  what  Mr.  Morley  did  .say.  Mr, 
Bell's  written  and  siRnod  statement 
was  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  last 
night's  meeting:  as  follows: 

"In  reply  to  your  que.stlon  re  the  re- 
mark of  Mr.  Morley  at  the  Victoria  The- 
atre last  evening  I  beg  to  state  that 
it  i.s  quite  correct  that  he  made  the 
statement  that  the  water  commissioner 
was  preven'ted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  1912  from  carrying  on  expropriations 
of  land  required  In  connection  with  the 
Sooke  Ijako  water  scheme  until  Ist 
of  June." 

"Now,"  said  the  Mayor,  "we  know 
what  Mr.  Morley  said.  Let  us  see  how 
true   It  is." 

Water  Oonunlaaloner  Taatlflea 

The  Mayor  produced  a  communication 
from  the  then  water  commissioner,  Mr. 
James  L.   Raymnr,  as  follows: 

"Dear  Mr.  Mayor,  I  understand  that 
at  last  nlKht's  meeting  Mr.  Morley  made 
a  statement  that  I  had  Informed  him 
that  the  increased  cost  of  tbc  expropria- 
tions at  Sooke  I^ake  was  due  to  the 
Council  of  1912  havlnsr  prevented  me 
from  proceeding  with  the  expropria- 
tions until  June.  This  statement  Is 
erroneous.  If  any  delay  is  chargeable 
It  Is  to  the  Council  of  1911,  npt  the 
Council  of  1912.  The  Sooke  Lake  by- 
law was  passed  in  January,  1911,  and 
as  soon  as  the  new  Council  was  organ- 
ized I  applied  for  authority  to  proceed 
with  the  expropriations.  The  matter 
was  hold  up  and  I  did  not  get  the  power 
until  June  of  that  year.  The  notices 
were  sent  out  in  June,  1911.  The  Davie 
arbitration  was  held  In  September  of 
that  year;  the  Dler  arlnltration  In  April, 
1912.  and  the  Maloney  arbitration  and 
final  Hettlemcnt  In  May,  1912.  Any  per- 
son who  is  at  all  con^rsant  with  these 
facts  should  have  at  onre  seen  that  Mr. 
Morley  had  substituted  the  Council  of 
1912   for   that  of   1911." 

"So  you  see  the  Initiation  of  expro- 
priation proceedings  which  Mr.  Morley 
says  were  delayed  until  June,  1912 
were  really  done,  the  claims  arbitrated 
upon  nnd  settled  a  month  before  that. 
But  Mr.  Morley's  statement  in  that  par- 
ticular Instance  Is  merely  on  a  par  with 
his  other  statements  made  to  mislead 
the  electors,"  declared  the  Mayor,  who 
also  stated  that  a  copy  of  Mr.  Ray- 
mur's  letter  had  been  sent  to  Mr.  Mor- 
ley In  order  that  he  might  have  full 
opportunity  of  setting  the  electors 
straight   upon    the   point. 

"A1»«olnt«lr  Tttlm»" 

The  Mayor  also  dubbed  as  absolutely 
false  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Mor- 
ley at  the  theatre  meeting  that  the 
•ewer  funds  voted  it  the  last  civic  •elec- 
tions had  been  .so  recklessly  spent  that 
the  waste  of  funds  was  enormous,  that 
by  July  the  money  was  exhausted  and 
the  men  thrown  out  of  work.  The  elect- 
ors had  taken  Mr.  Morley's  statements 
as  the  truth  but  In  doing  so  they  were 
woefully  mislead.  In  August  when,  as 
Mr.  Morley  had  stated,  the  men  had  been 
rjlald  off  sewer  work  and  were  walking 
the  streets,  the  city  was  employing  782 
nven;,In  September,  290;  In  October,  222, 
In  November  1>2,  and  thla  wa«  the  case 
Independent  of  the  maintenance,  street 
cleaning  and  other  gangs.  Further  Mr. 
Morley  had  Insinuated  that  he  had  been 
Informed  that  some  of  the  workmen  had 
not  received  their  wages.  That  was  an- 
other Morley  effort  to  mislead  the  elec- 
tors. Mr.  Morley  knew  It  wa«  Incor- 
rect, tnit  he  pr*ferred  to  allow  a  atate- 
m«nt  such  as  that  to  fo  abroad  and 
Injure  the  city**  rood  name  and  oredit. 
Then  thers  w*a  Mr.  MArtay's  at«t*»e«t 
that  because  oi .  th«  n«viM:t  of  last 
year's  Oouaell  In  itroviaiaf  «d«<iu*t« 
fMtrsratfe  faciUttaa  in  same  sections 
children  had  died  and  their  deaths  were 
chanraabl*  to  the  1»13  Council.  TIm 
ooiulltMns  in  Ills  ^srs  not  worse,  l>iit 
better,  than  those  In  1*11  and  ltt«  wh«i 
Mr.  Morkt  warn  mayor,  and  y«t  n«M« 


avalnst  OatUf  two  Councils  though 
doubtless  deaths  traceable  to  defective 
draina<«  might  have  occurred  in  those 
two   years. 

Still  another  statement  of  Mr.  Morley 
contradicted  flatly  by  Mayor  BeokwUh, 
was  the  one  to  the  effect  that  the  deot 
of  the  V.  A  S.  Railway  to  the  city  was 
$295,000.  Mr.  Morley,  If  he  knew  any- 
thing at  all  about  the  matter,  must  have 
known  that  the  city's  Interest  payments 
had  been  |180,000  plus  Interest  there- 
on, which  brought  the  total  to  betweMi 
$215,000    and    $220,000. 

The   .Tlnanolal    Mtnatlon 

On    the      financial      situation.    Mayor 
Bockwith    also    criticised      some    state- 
ments made  by  Mr.  Morley  on  Wednes- 
day   evening.      The    last    year    had    been 
a   particularly  hard  one  for  the  Council 
for    several    reasons.       First,     the    gri?at 
stringency  of  the  money   market,  a  con- 
dition   felt    by    every    leading    Canadian 
city.      Secondly,    there  was  an  enormous 
amount    of    work      undertaken    in    1911, 
such,    as    the    members    of    that    Council 
had    boasted,    no    other    city    in    Canada 
had   ever   undertaken    to  be   completed   in 
one    year.      No   one,    the   mayor   believed, 
objected    to    Improvement    works,    but    a 
necessary    precuutlon    would    have    been 
for    the    1911    Council    to    have   prepared 
to    meet    the    payments    on    account    of 
such    work.

Issue  shoi  t-twjBFnjWiBKlry  notes,  as 
was  done.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
mayor  pointed  out,  on  the  bank  over- 
draft the  city  has  to  pay  six  per  cent 
for  local  Improvement  advances  and 
from  five  to  five  and  one-half  per  cent 
for  other  purposes.  The  treasury  notes 
were  negotiated  at  Interest  rates  run- 
ning from  three  and  fifteen-sixteenths 
per  cent  for  the  first  issue,  to  five  and 
one-clghth  per  cent  for  the  last,  the 
average  rate  being  very  much  lower 
than  would  have  been  paid  on  a  bank 
uvordruft, 

"His  Own  Peculiar  Way" 
"Mr.  Morley,  doclarod  the  Mayor,  "liaa 
his  uwn  i)ecullar  way  In  criticizing  hLs 
opponents.  His  method  la  one  of  cun- 
ningly insinuating  that  they  are  crooks; 
that  none  are  honest  but  himself." 

Mayor  Beckwlth  dealt  brlony  with 
Mr.  Morley's  career  In  regard  to  the 
Sooke  LAke  scheme.  He  (Mr.  Morley) 
had  .stated  that,  had  he  been  retained  in 
offlco  at  the  election  of  1908,  liis  plans 
for  a  water  supply  would  have  been 
carried  out  and  Victoria  today  would  be 
enjoying  Sooke  Lake  water.  It  is  not 
on  record,  the  Mayor  averred,  where 
Mr.  Morley,  either  in  or  out  of  the 
Council,  in  the  press  or  out  of  it,  once 
raised  his  voice  in  favor  of  Sooke  Lake. 
At  the  end  of  1907,  when  Alderman 
Henderson  introduced  his  proposal  rela- 
tive to  Sooke  Lake,  Mr.  Morley,  then 
Mayor,  opposed  it.  In  1908  and  1909  Dr. 
Hall  was  Mayor,  and  in  his  campaign 
speeches  in  the  election  of  1910,  Mr. 
Morley  declared  that  If  returned  he 
would  submit  a  by-law  to  the  rate- 
payers to  expropriate  Goldstroam.  When 
elected  he  appointed  a  committee  and 
urged  Alderman  Stewart  to  hurry  along 
the  expropriation  measure.  In  191  J, 
when  again  elected  Mayor,  Mr.  Morley 
played  with  the  project  once  more.  He 
called  together  the  Joint  Citizens  Coun- 
cil Committee,  much  data  was  secured, 
and  finally  that  committee  submitted  a 
majority  report  recommending  the  ex- 
prop^-latlon  of  the  Goldstream  system. 
•Mr.  Morley  never  said  a  word  against 
this  recommendation  until  the  night  be- 
fore the  report  was  before  the  Council, 
when  he  came  out  in  the  press  with  a 
tirade  against  It,  and  advocated  Sooke. 
In  the  meantime  there  were  members  of 
the  Council  who  consl.stently  stood  by 
the  .Sooke  scheme,  but  Mr.  Morley  show- 
ed no  such  consistency. 

The  8oB|rhe«s  Beserve. 
Mayor  Beckwlth  referred  to  the  set- 
tlement of  the  Songhees  Reserve,  of 
the  benefit  which  the  city  will  derive 
from  the  development  of  that  section 
and  Its  connection  by  bridge  with  the 
harbor  works  on.  Dallas  Road.  He  be- 
lieved the  settlement  as  announced 
could  bo  welcomed  by  all  persons  Irre-. 
spectlvo  of  party.  Mr.  Morley,  in  his 
role  of  the  critic,  asserted  that  the 
city's  Interests  had  been  neglected,  that 
the  city  must  bow  to  the  railway  cor- 
porations. It  said  little  for  Mr.  Mor- 
ley's intelligence  that  he  Is  evidently 
unaware  that  the  Railway  Commission 
controls  the  railways  and  will  regulate 
the  locations  of  tracks,  etc.  The  Mayor 
stated  he  had  heard  how  Mr,  Morley, 
when  Mayor,  had  Informed  a  C.  P..  R. 
official  that  unless  that  corporation 
mended  Its  ways  he  would  expropriate 
the  right  of  way.  Perhaps  he  did  but 
the  company  wan  apparently  not  wor- 
rying. As  a  matter  of  fact  the  track- 
age as  proposed  for  the  Reserve  and 
elsewhere  will  not  Interfere  with  the 
streets  and  the  entire  scheme,  when 
completed,  will  be  a  credit  to  Victoria. 

The  Mayor  touched  upon  Mr.  Morley's 
scheme  of  a  Greater  Victoria  wherieby 
the  entire  countryside  was  to  be  ab- 
RorlMd.  His  Worship  believed  the  time 
will  come  when  the  city  will  Include 
the  outlying  sections  but  that  the 
proper  course  would  be  to  wait  until 
they  are  settled  and  then  take  them  In 
as  their  residents  petition  for  It.  Me 
had  taken  an  Interest  In  the  matter  and 
had  Instituted  proceedings  wherbby  that 
portion  of  Baantch  jutting  down  be- 
tween >the  city  and  Oak  Bay  On  -the 
northes«t  may  Join  the  city.  The  peti- 
tion has  b«en  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  residents  of  that  section  and  Saan- 
Ich  has  eonsMited  to  allow  them  to  c«- 
cede.  The  neo«ssary  leyal  steps  on  the 
part  of  the  city  trill  shortly  b«  taken.

The  finding  of  the  commission,  anil 
We  can  well  believe  also'  the  consensus 
of  public  opinion.  Is  that  our  present 
fdrm  of  municipal  government  Is  work- 
ing well.  This  means,  of  course,  speak- 
ing from  the  broadest  standpoint  In  that 
tho  ba.slc  principles  upon  which  we  work 
are  the  right  ones:  There  is  no  need 
In  this  country  for  the  device  known  as 
the  "recall,"  nor  can  the  commission  see 
any  reason  for  a  trial  of  government  by 
commission.  It  Is  suggested  that  cities 
of  over  15,000  people  should  be  empow- 
ered. If  they  see  fit,  to  appoint  a  board 
of  control,  the  men  on  such  a  body  to 
devote  their  whole  time  to  the  problems 
of  municipal  government. 

One    of    the    most    Interesting    recom- 
mendations   is   that    of   the   appointment 
of    a    commission    to    deal    with    public 
service  corporations.     It  Is   pointed  out 
that   there   are    several    companies   oper- 
ating In   tho  Province  under  rishts  con- 
ferred  by  private  acts  of  incon>oration 
which  contain  few  and  inaderjuato  provi- 
sions for  safeguarding  the  public  rights. 
It    l8    suggested    that   power   should    be 
given  the  proposed  body  to  compel  such 
companies    to   give   adequate   service   at 
reasonable    rates.      Such    tribunals   ha>-e 
proved   their  usefulness  In  Ontario  and 
Manitoba. 

If  the  recommendation  dealing  with 
the  establishment  of  a  municipal  de- 
partment of  the  Provlncia,i  Government 
is  carried  out,  Its  creation  would.  In 
all  probability,  do  away  with  much  un- 
noiessary  validating  legislation.  Kvery 
session  numerous  private  bills  have  to 
be  put  through  the  House  to  correct  thc- 
errors  made  by  municipalities  in  draft- 
ing their  money  by-laws. 

The  extension  of  the  tenure  of  ofTlcc 
for  aldermen  from  one  to  two  years  is 
a  good  recommendation,  and  one  which 
we  hope  to  see  incorporated  in  tho  Mu- 
nicipal  Clauses   Act. 

The  question  of  the  qualifications  for 
the  exercise  of  the  municipal  franchise 
was  very  properly  one  to  come  before 
the  co.nimisslon,  especially  In  view  of 
the  existing  conditions.  There  has  lieon 
endless  discussion  In  recent  yoars  on 
tho  right  of  the  holder  of  an  agreement 
of  sale  to  vote,  and  wo  think  that  the 
finding  of  tho  commission  will  moet 
the  general  view  of  the  public,  and  from 
the  standpoint  of  equity  It  does  not 
soom  to  leave  anything  unsaid.  We 
quote  It    in   full:

Principal  Vance  Explains 
Tlii.'^  s.nmc  delegation,  I'riinlpal  Vance 
explained,  had  Interviewed  the  Attm-- 
ncy-General,  who  accepted  the  facts  aa 
stated  by  its  members,  but  disclaimed 
responsibility  for  the  present  conditions 
so  strenuously  objected  to,  on  the 
ground  of  lack  of  jail  accommodation. 
The  Attorney-General  had  been  asked 
by  tbc  representatives  of  the  Miiilster- 
lal  Association  whether  he  wouTd  pro- 
vide such  accommodation,  and  had  re- 
plied that  that  was  a  matter  of  policy 
to  be  decided  by  the  Government.  The 
representatives  of  the  Ministerial  As- 
sociation had  therefore  come  to  the 
Prime  Minii?tcr,  as  representing  the 
Government  of  this  Provlr>ce,  to  ask 
that  sufBclent  accommodation  be  pro- 
vided for  the  effec.tnril  r-nrrying  out  of 
the   law   of   Canada. 

It  wa.";  \irged  by  Principal  Vance  that 
conditions  a.s  they  concern  the  social 
vice  in  Vancouver  were  domandinif  of 
immediate  attention,  and  In  this  con- 
nection he  read  from  a  signed  state- 
ment Issued  by  the  Ministerial  Associa- 
tion. 

Principal  Vance  contended  that  the 
i.'fusal  of  women  at  the  'Westminster 
jail  had  paraly/.eil  the  prosecution  of 
vice  In  Vancouver,  and  had  had  a  de- 
teriorating effect  on  the  general  ad- 
ministration of  the  law.  It  was  not  too 
much  to  say  that  the  administration  of 
law  in  reganl  to  this  portion'  of  the 
Criminal  Code  in  Vancouver,  had,  dur- 
ing the  past  four  months.  become 
slmpl.v  abhorrent.  I'articularly  the 
members  of  the  deputfition  v.i.shed  to 
know  authoritatively  from  trie  leader  of 
the  Government  if  It  was  the  Intention 
of  the  administration  to  provide  a  suf- 
ficiency of  ac<'Ommodation  for  the  car- 
rying out  of  tlie  Criminal  Code  In 
British    Columbia. 

Premier  KapUes 

fn  reply  the  Premier,  yir  Richard  Mc- 
Hriilp,  .vald  that  the  refusal  of  the 
women  referred  to  at  the  New  Wcf^tmin- 
.Mter  .tall  liad  been  witli  the  cognizance 
of  the  CJovornniont  and  had  hati  Its  ap- 
l)robation.  As  tlie  e.tocutive  viewed  the 
situation  In  the  presient  shortage  of 
prison  accommodation,  the  resqlt  of  the 
exceedingly  rapid  growtli  of  Provincial 
population,  it  had  boon  felt  that  in  the 
general  public  inlerost  tho  Jail  accom- 
modation of  the  present  should  bo  helil 
for  tlie  Incarceration  of  persons  guilty 
of  more  serious  offences  than  charged 
against  these  unfortunate  women.  The 
iJovornment  was  endeavoring  to  admin- 
ister the  lawf.  and  to  carry  on  the  afCairs 
of  British  Columbia  In  tho  heat  interest 
and  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of 
the  majority  of  the  people.  Tho  Gov- 
ernment was  responsible  to  the  people 
for  its  actions  and  did  not  shrink  from 
or  attempt  to  evade  its  responsibilities. 
If  the  people  hold  it'  to  be  In  error  In 
interpreting  their  wishes,  opportunity 
was  given  them  to  so  express  them- 
selves. At  the  approaching  session  of 
the  Legislature  It  was  the  Intention  of 
the  Attorney-General  to  ask  for  provi- 
sion In  the  estimates  for  the  increase  of 
Jail  accommodation,  and  with  sufficient 
accommodation  of  this  order,  no  prison- 
er* would  be  refused  who  had  been  le- 
gally committed.  Reform  waves  came 
in  cycles,  however,  and  it  was  not  in- 
tended to  take  extraordinary  measures 
toward  providing  accommodation  for  dis- 
solute women  should,  In  the  course  of 
these  crusades,  endeavor  be  made  to 
flool  the  prisons  with  them.  When  the 
Government  faced  the  fiuestlon  of  over- 
crowding. It  thought  It  wise  to  differ- 
entiate between  crimes,  As  he  had  said, 
tbe  Government  proposed  to  Increase  the 
kcoommodmtions  of  the  jails  to  an  ext«nt 
sufficient  to  provid«  for  the  reasonable 
nscessltias  of  the  Province.

Mr.  Vance  referred  to  a  suggestion 
which  had  been  offered  to  the  effect 
that  If  tho  Jail  at  .Vew  Weatminster 
was  full,  these  women  could  have  been 
taken  to  -Velson.  where  he  understood 
there  was    room    in    the    women's   ward. 

Hon.  Mr.  Bowser  replied  tiiat  It  would 
be  a  public  scandal  to  transfer  carloads 
of  women  from  Westminster  to  Nelson 
and  thattlic  citizens  of  Nelson  would 
have  had  good  reason  to  complain  if 
such  a   thing  had   been  done. 

"We  do  not  encourage  iiny  specie  1 
cru.sade  a.galnst  this  clasa  of  offenders, 
and  such  crusades  are  not  uncommon 
about  election  time,  and  in  the,  esti- 
mates 1  do  not  propose  to  asic  for  any 
appropriation  to  provide  special  ac- 
commodation for  them,"  observed  Hon. 
Mr.  Bowser. 

Principal  Vance  held  tliat  tlio  propo- 
sition was  simply  one  of  enforcement 
or  non-enfoi'cement  of  the  criminal  iaw. 

The  Premier  thoUKlit  that  tlie  Gov- 
ernment would  be  found  to  bo  doing  its 
full  duty  in  makinjr  necessary  provision 
for  jail  accommodation.  It  was  (juite 
true  that  the  written  man's  law  in  the 
statute  book  was  a«  the  members  of 
the  deputation  had  stated.  It  was 
nevertheless  the  fact  that,  In  seaport 
towns  especially,  such  conditions  as 
complained  of  were  bound  to  exist. 
These  unfortun.Ttc  women  might  be 
driven  from  place  to  place,  but  thl.=i  was 
not  getting  at  the'  vice  or  eradicatin.g 
!t.  He  could  see  no  good  in  sendihg 
tliirty  'or .  forty  unfortunate  girls  to 
jail.  Such  a  course  would  not  do  tliem 
good  nor  would  It  help  .■society.  If  the 
Jail  accommodations  were  sufficient  for 
the  detention  of  thousands  they  would 
tie  of  little  utility  in  a  (''hrlstlaii  scliemo 
or  reformation.  The  law  on  the  statute 
iiook  wii."?  plain,  but  it  did  not  necessar- 
ily follow  that  it  was  the  law  of  God. 
Speaking  as  a  man,  the  spectacle  of  two 
clergymen  liounding  or  convoying  a 
number  of  these  women  to  jail  was  not 
an    edifying   one. 

Rev.  Mr.  Unswortli  objected  to  the 
use  of  the  word  "hounding."  and  held 
that  It  was  the  police  who  nece.^sarily 
(11(1    the   harrying. 

The  TlBlt  to  Kaw  'Wastmlnstar 

Hon.  .Mr.  Bowser  observed  that  in  the 
light  of  hl^  Information  Hev.  .Mr.  Uns- 
wortli and  another  clergyman  had  gone 
with  a  part.v  of  these  women  to  .\'ew 
Westminster  when  they  had  been  re- 
fused admittance  at  the  Provincial  JaiL 

In  explanation,  Rev.  Mr.  ITnswortii 
said  tliat  ho  an<l  the  lothor  clergyman 
referred  to  had*  traveled  on  the  same 
street  car  with  thejse  women,  en  route 
to  New  Westminster  In  charge  of  sev- 
eral policemen.  Incidentall.v  he  sug- 
gested that  a  private  conveyance  should 
have  been  engaged  for  suoli  a  niission, 
as  It  was  awful  for  respectable  men 
and  women  to  be  necessarily  brought 
In  close  proximity  to  such  persons.  He 
had  gone  to  N'ew  Westminster  on  this 
occasion  to  see  what  would  be  done, 
lie  liad  seen  the  papers  of  commit- 
ment rejected  by  the  deputy's  deputy. 
In  referring  to  this  incident  aftenvards 
he  had  but  stated  facts.  It  was  In  his 
opinion  a  monstrous  thing  that  the  law 
of  tlie  land  should  be  flouted  by  the 
warden  of  the  Provincial  Jail  In  such 
n  manner.  It  was  ciulte  true  that  there 
was  no  accommodation  at  the  Jail  for 
the  women.  But  no  attempt  bad  sub- 
sequently been  made  to  provide  such 
accommodation,  althougli  It  had  been  of- 
fered by  tlie  police  at  Vancouver.  The 
clergy  were  not  endeavoring  to  hound 
these   women,   but    to   save    them. 

Sir  Richard  McBrlde — So  you  were 
one  of  those  gentlemen  who  went  to 
Westminster  on  tho  occasion  referred 
to! 

Rev.  Mr.  Unsworth — "1  was."  He  held 
that  the  action  then  was  an  Ins'ult  to 
the  Canadian  law.  He  would  not  pro- 
pose to  confine  women  convicted  of 
such  offenoes  In  a  bare  J*il,  but  rather 
make  provlnion  tor  them  In  eomethlnt 
of  the  nature  of  a  hoepltal  ward. 

Sir  Richard  McBrlde  could  not  biit 
feel  that  action  of  mlnietere  of  the  Oos< 
pel  eseortln*  or  witneMlBff  th*  deUverir 
of  these  women  at  the  Jail,  eonetltnted 
an  unfortunate  speoiacle^  He  tnentloned 
that  support  was  belnc  siven  by  the

new  tnniifcipallty,  and  was  followed  l)y 
a  ilaflnite  proKi'anime  for  the  future 
which,  while  ambitious,  was  conaerva- 
tiv«  ami  ba.sed  ui>on  the  sane  principle 
that  the  ratepayers  muRl  remember  that 
any  work  which  they  ordered  would 
have  to  be  paid   for  by  themselves. 

After  de.scribing  the  work  of  orga- 
nization, Mr.  I>iigrin  Ktated  that  it  had 
boon  his  policy  and  that  of  his  col- 
loaKne.s  to  stand  lirmly  and  sriuarely  by 
Iho  law.  They  had  been  criticized  be- 
canse  t!\ey  had  not  agreed  to  a  division 
■jI  the  expenditure  of  public  money  on 
n-hat  Is  known  as  the  ward  system.  It 
V.-8S  his  opinion  that  the  whole  Council 
should,  with  the  exception  of  the  Tteove, 
be  a  committee  upon  i)ubllc  works,  so 
that  all  money  should  be  expended  for 
the  benefit  of  the  miiniclpality  a.s  a 
whole  and  not  for  any  particular  ward 
or  wards,  bocau.sc  in  this  way  the  beat 
re.iults   could    bo   achieved. 

While  a  lighting  contract  had  been 
ejitorod  into  with  the  B.  C.  Electric 
company.  It  was  for  five  years  only, 
and  not  for  ten,  as  the  comiMiny  asked. 
.\  majority  of  the  Council  favored  tlic 
creation  of  a  municipal  plant,  V)ut  lhe.\- 
realized  that  there  were  other  and  more 
pressing  matters  to  be  first  dealt  with, 
and  thoy  considered  that  the  five-year 
agreomonl  wltli  the  company  safeguard- 
ed all  intere.sts  and  would  enable  the 
municipality  to  embark  upon  a  mtinlc- 
ipal  plant,  If  It  was  so  decided,  later  on. 
.\  municipal  plant  would  have  cosi 
$  11,000,  whilst  the  contract  called  for 
only  17,000.  and  !t  would  provide  125 
street  lights,  which  number  might  be 
increased  to  250.  ' 

The  sum  of  |,'iOOO  received  from  the 
Government  and  from  other  sources  bud 
ben  used  for  small  Improvemnts  to 
streets  and  drains  as  far  as  it  would  ko. 
Taxation  on  Ziand  Only 
.\s  to  the  future,  it  was  his  polirv 
thyt  all  permanent  Improvements 
should  be  charged  against  the  land,  and 
In  this  connection  he  stated  that  he  had 
cntere<l  Into  negotiations  with  tlie 
militia  departmerit  at  Ottawa  to  have 
It  pay  Its  fair  share  of  such  permanent 
improvemeii'ts,  "arid  while  he  had  -  not 
been  .\-et  successful  he  had  the  promise 
of  Mr.  F.  H.  Shepherd,  M.  P.,  that  ho 
would  take  It  up  with  the  Government 
at  Ottawa.  The  present  found  I  liud 
also  looked  to  the  future  and  had  ar- 
ranged for  an  overdraft  at  the  bank  Cor 
$J5,00(.  but  only  part  of  this  would  be 
available  until  the  taxes  beg-an  to  come 
In.  The  aseessment  of  the  municipality 
lull  been  carefully  made  and  showed  a 
totiil  of  some  seven  million  dollars  of 
which    five    millions    was    real    estate. 

"If  Is  our  policy  to  confine  taxation 
to  real  estate  and  we  are  opposed  to 
the  taxation  of  Improvements"  CChBpr.ii. 
The  people  could  not  have  the  advan- 
tage of  Municipal  Government  without 
paying  for  them,  and  the  basis  of  taxa- 
tion would  be  that  all  land  similarly 
situated  would  be  similarly  taxed,  no 
mutter  to  what  use  the  owner  p\it  it.

Th.    Stwaff.    Problem 

The  most  important  question  before 
thtm  was  that  of  the  disposal  of  sew- 
age It  involved  not  only  their  cwn 
problem  but  also  that  of  the  cU;-  nf 
Victoria.  He  had  been  Informix  1  by 
th.^  city  engineer  that  it  was  ih.;  t.tcn- 
tlon  to  drain  the  sewage  of  the  niith- 
western  part  of  the  city  Into  the  O'.'an 
at  Macaulay  Point.  .Now  It  -vas  very 
doubtful  whether  that  would  >>e  a  good 
thing.

the  nM^ikalty  for  fire  protection  was 
•mpha4ilz«<l  (an  to  which  Chief  Davis,  of 
Victoria  had  promised  his  co-operation), 
and  there  was  alko  the  very  Important 
queations  of  better  telephone  conn.t- 
tloiM  and  6t  the  future  relations  of  th. 
municipality  -with  the  Esquimalt  Water 
company.  The  company  had  prnmisftd 
to  meat  the  Council  lialf  way,  but  that 
half  way  meant  a  proposition  that  M.o 
company  ahould  installs  the  water 
malhi  at  a  cost  of  tjb  cettts  a  foot,  ihe 
tnualci^Uty  to  pay '  that  and  to  collect 
trom  pihfifmny,owt»trK.    If  that  waa  half 


and   be   looked  for  considerable  negotia- 
tion  before    the   question    was   settled. 

.Vegotlatlona  had  been  entered  into 
with  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  and  the 
.Vlllltia  Department  fur  the  provision  of 
lands  for  parks  and  recreation  grounds, 
and  it  was  his  opinion  that  actljn  in 
that  regard  could  not  be  taken  too  SJJn, 
In  view  of  the  certainty  that  tlis  m  j- 
n!r!palliy  would  grow  rapidly  as  u  •> 
suit  of  the  opening  up  of  the  oiil  In- 
dian Reserve  and  the  ne.v  bilig?  at 
Jclnson    Street.

"ACCIDENTAL  DEATH" 

Coroner'a    Jtiry    Attaches    Ko    Blame    to 

Anyone  In  Osao  of  Indian  Who 

Was    KlUed. 


That  death  was  due  to  accident  was 
the  verdict  of  the  coroner's  Jury  which 
sat  yesterday  afternoon  to  investigate 
the  circumstances  surrounding  the  death 
of  Chief  Joe  Slanosen,  whose  mutilated 
body  was  found  on  the  tracks  of  the 
E.  &  N.  Railway,  near  Lampson  Street, 
on    Tuesday   evening, 

The'~eVidencc  of  two  Indians  who  mpt 
Chief  Joe  in  town  that  afternoon  showed 
that  he  was  apparentfy""'&ober.  They 
saw  him  standing  on  the  B.  &  X.  bridge 
at  the  foot  of  Johnson  Street  about 
5  o'^clock.  Shortly  after  6  they  started 
for  the  Reserve  along  the  track  of  the 
railway  company,  and  when  they  got 
near  Lampson  Street  a  train  passed,  go- 
ing citywards.  They  proceeded  and  a 
short  distance  further  on  discovered  tho 
body.  They  ran  on  to  the  Reserve  and 
notified  some  Indians,  who  came  back 
and  moved  the  body  to  one  side,  leav- 
Ing  It  where  it  was  found  the  -next 
morning  by  Provincial  Police  officers. 
A  broken  bottle  was  in  the  clothing,  but 
whether  Chief  Joe  was  intoxicated  or 
not  there  was  no  evidence  to  show.  Ap- 
parently he  had  started  for  the  Reserve 
before  the  other  two  Indians  and  bar! 
been  run  down  by  the  train  they  had 
met.  The  headlight  of  the  engine  which 
passed    them    was   In   operation. 

The  jury  added  to  its  verdict  W  rider 
That  the  police  authorities  endeavor  to 
ascertain  If  any  liquor  had  been  sold 
to  the  deceased,  and  If  so,  by  whom. 
■  Coroner  Hart  stated  that  the 
nuthorlties  are  already  making  such  an 
investigation.  Ho  thought  that  censure 
was  due  those  Indians  who  allowed  the 
body  to  remain  alongside  the  railway 
tracks  all  night,  instead  of  Immediately 
notifying  the  authorities.  The' jury  was 
composed  of  Messrs.  P.  D.  Johnston, 
foreman,  H,  Martin,  J.  Locke,  R.  ,Vunn, 
P.  Hlncks  and  1'"',  Seddingham.  In  at- 
tendance at  the  Investigation  were  In- 
spector of  Indian  Agencies  Ditchburn, 
and  Indian  Agents  Robertson  a"nd 
O'Connell. 


MUST  REGISTER  BIRTHS 


Oovornment    Issues     Warning     That    In 
'     Fntore  Provisions  of  X^aw  Will  Be 
Strictly   anforoed. 


Parents  who  neglect  to  register  the 
birth  of  their  children  within  thirty 
days,  as  the  law  stipulates,  will  here- 
after have  to  obey  the  rule  or  suffer  the 
penalty  provided  for  its  violation.  In 
the  past  the  department  has  been  leni- 
ent in  regard  to  those  who  have  failed 
to  observe  the  law,,  but  owing  to  tho 
rapid  growth  of  the  population  It  is 
found  necessary  tl  Issue  the  warning 
that  in  future  the  law  must  be  re- 
spected. 

There  is  a  general  belief  that  it  is 
sufScleft  if  the  attending  physician  no- 
tlfiee  the  department  of  a  birth;  but 
that  Is  erronoouar  The  law  provides 
that  the  father  (if  within  the  district) 
shall  forthwith  report  the  birth  to  the 
registrar  and  fill  in  the  necessary  form 
with  the  various  details  which  are  un- 
known to  any  but  the  members  of  the 
family.  The  doctors  report  the  births 
as  they  occur;  and  in  the  past  the  de- 
partment haa  waited  for  six  months  be- 
fore taking  any  action  to  bring  the 
father  to  time,  but  In  future  Should  a 
parent  fall  to  register  a  birth  within 
thirty  days,  ho  will  receive  a  notifica- 
tion sotting  forth  his  duty,  and,  if  he 
fails  to  observe  the  law,  he  will  )m 
proceeded  against.

Minister  of  Agriculture  for  the 
Province  of  Alberta  Speaks 
Upon  Education  Work  of  the 
Prairie  Sectioa 


Hon.  Duncan  Marshall,  Minister  of 
Agriculture  for  the  Province  of  Alherta, 
who  1m  ul  present  a  vl«llor  In  Victoria, 
attended  the  ijuarterly  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  yesiurday-  afternoon, 
and  at  the  request  of  the  chairman  de- 
livered a  short  address  on  the  methods 
that  are  bclnj,'  adopted  in  the  Pralrlo 
Province  to  Improve  the  status  of  agri- 
culture.

tlon  purposes.  They  are  selected  on 
account  of  their  varying  geography  no 
that  we  win  be  able  to  learn  the  beat 
methods  applicable  to  the  entire  coun- 
try. Like  you  In  British  Columbia,  we 
have  different  climatic  and  soil  condi- 
tions at  different  places,  and  It  has  been 
our  endeavor  to  locate  our  farms  Where 
they  will  be  a  means  of  solving  tho 
various  problems  that  our  farmers  ura 
up   against. 

Mixed   Pormlng 

"We  operate  them  as  mixed  farms, 
and,  of  courH*-,  on  a  commercial  basis. 
We  are  endeavoring  to  make  them  jmy, 
or  at  any  rate  to  discover  how  to  make 
them  pay.  There  are  people  who  do  ;iot 
know  when  they  are  paying  and  when 
they  are  not.-  They  sometimes  think 
they  are  rich  farmers  because  their  land 
has  Increased  In  value.  We  are  trying 
to  find  out  the  actual  results  of  farm- 
ing by  following  the  best  methods  of 
mixed  farming.  On  each  of  our  farms 
wo  harr<^placed  a  farm  manager,  who  la 
in  sole  charge  of  theoperatlons.  We  also 
have'  superintendents,  who  advise  the 
managers  from  timo  to  time  regarding 
iny  new  development.  In  operating 
these  farms  in  Alberta,  my  department 
has  come  into  closer  touch  during  the 
past  year  with  the  problems  of  the 
farmer  than  we  couUi  have  come  in  r 
reat  number  of  years  by  any  otlier  pro- 
cAs.  For  instance,  we  have  cstabll.shed 
a  market  for  the  sale  of  livestock  and 
dairy  produce.  We  have  milk  to  sell, 
and  hogs,  horses  and  cattle.  We  find 
ourselves  In  the  same  position  as  the 
farmer  himself,  and  that  makes  us  bet- 
ter able  to  devise  remedies,  and  in  the 
next  year  or  two  we  expect  to  be  able 
to  do  something  which  will  put  an  end 
tj  a  great  many  of  the  hnrrassing  prob- 
lems to  which  tlie  Industry  la  at  present 
.'■uliject. 

"I^ut  'iUr  primary  is  not  merely  that 
of  farmtfrg.  "  We  tire  placlngf  on  each 
of  our  farms  a  college  of  agriculture. 
Three  of  these  are  now  under  construc- 
tion. They  are  small  agricultural  col- 
leges, costing  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$40, 000  each.  We  are  able  to  give  in  our 
.siiinll  colleges  the  course  In  practical 
agriiulture  that  Is  given  in  the  greati'r 
colleges.  As  soon  as  these  three  col- 
leges are  constructed  it  is  our  Inten- 
tion to  build  three  more,  and  so  on  until 
we  have  provided  every  district  With 
one,  at  which  the  farmer's  boy  will  be 
able  to  study  agriculture  without  J.-av- 
ing  the  farm  at  all.  l.,ater  on  It  Is  our 
Intention  to  establish  an  agricultural 
'■ollege  where  the  final  two  years' 
course  cnn  be  given  and  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Agriculture  can  be  secured. 
Affrloultural    OollagM 

'  Th,.  hi.story  of  the  big  agricultural 
colleges  has  been,  to  my  mind,  the  turn- 
ing out  of  profo.isors  and  not  practical 
farmers.  I  am  far  more  concerned, 
howflver,  with  the  giving  of  scientific 
instruction  on  the  land  itself  to  the  boy 
who  is  going  to  .stay  on  the  land  than 
I  am  In  tho  turning  out  of  professors  of 
agriculture.  In  another  respect  wo  are 
like  you.  That  Is,  50  per  cent  of  our 
population  never  saw  a  farm  until  they 
came  to  our  country,  and  they  know 
absolutely  nothing  about  the  business. 
The  sooner  wc  can  give  to  them  nomo 
prnctlcal,  scientific  Instruction,  the  bet- 
ter It  will  be  for  themselves  and  for 
the   land   also. 

"In  all  our  colleges  we  shall  put  on  a. 
a  short  course  In  any  or  all  lines  of 
agriculture,  so  that  It  will  be  possible 
for  a  student  to  come,  for  three  rnonths 
and  at  the  end  of  that  time  have 
acquired  a  fo.)r  knowledge  of  the  busi- 
ness. And  if  he  wants  to  specialize  in 
one  direction  be  can  do  so  with  the 
same  facility.  Wc  believe  that  our  main 
bi'isiness  is  endeavoring  to  create  such 
an  Interest  in  the  work  as  will  Induce 
boys  to  ^0  back  on  the  land  and  stay 
there  so  that  our  country  may  be  better 
farmed  in   future  than  It  Is  now. 

"We  realiJied  at  the  start  that  one  of 
the  greet  dlfflcultleB  of  such  a  task  Was 
to  get  the  boys  to  attend  college.  We 
knew  that  If  we  centralljted  our  educa- 
tional efforts  on  a  million  dollar  pro- 
position We  would  never  reach  tho  peo- 
ple we  wan  tod  to  reach,  the  farmer's 
boys.  Instead  of  adopting  that  course 
we  will  keep  building  schools  of  agricul- 
ture as  there  Is  a  demand  for  them,  and 
by  that  means  they  will  have  their  In- 
struction In  a  farm  run  as  a  commercial 
proposition. 

Sdwrtauatid  Work 
"One  of  our  «ehem««  la  to  fence  off 
about  twenty  acres  to  be  used  solely  for 
«xi><«rlmen(*l  work,  the  balance  of  th* 
farm  of  three  hundred  aerea  being  opcr- 
•ti>d  on  p«r«ly  uommerelar  ttttaa.  m 
tt*t  wur  tk»  impila  mil  l«»ni  tli*  v«iv« 


and  when  It  Is  n-ot,  and  so  on  through- 
out the  wonderful  ramifications  of  the 
agricultural  Industry.  1  believe  that 
that  kind  of  education  Is  the  most  Im- 
portant and  the  liio.st  valuable  tluit  u. 
boy  can  possess  in  entering  upon  the 
farming   business. 

"Already  our  farms  ere  doing  a  great 
deal  as  livestock  centres.  We  otartcd 
by  putting  in  a  herd  of  cattle,  half  of 
which  was  purebred  stock  and  the  other 
half  graded.  In  our  selection  of  animals 
we  took  care  to  get  the  best  we  could, 
and  already  we  find  that  our  example  Is 
being   followed.

Mayor  Beckwith's  Opponent 
Has  Lively  Quarter  of  Hour 
With  Aid,  Cuthbert,  Who 
Alleges.  Unfair  Treatment 


Aldorman  Cutlibert  took  cx-.M:iyo:- 
Morley  .severely  to  task  last  night  at  the 
mtter's  meetlnf?  in  the  George  Jay 
School,  for  launching  out  Into  a  whole- 
sale criticism  of  the  Council  of  the  past 
year  and  classing  them  all  as  dunder- 
heads. He  had  lived  In  the  city  for 
many  years,  and  liad  taken  part  In  pub- 
lic affairs  during  a  great  number  of 
them,  and  he  had  never  been  treated  so 
before. 

"I  consider  it  very  ungracious,'"  h;' 
said,"  and  very  uncalled  for  to  make 
such  a  totally  unfair  and  erroneous 
statement.  I  think  It  .should  'be  your 
endeavor  both  now  and  at  all  times  to 
give  a  man  a  square  deal  when  you  ) 
know  he  is  trying  to  serve  the  city  to 
the  best  of  his  ability.  I  think  the 
criticism  leveled  -t  the  Council  last 
night,  and  not  only  at  the  Council,  hut 
at  the  aldormanlc  candidates  for  the 
coming  year,  was  a  shame  and  dis- 
grace."   (.applause). 

Mr.  Morley  at  once  denied  that  ho  had 
culled  the  councillors  dunderheads.  It 
was  not  his  Intention  that  Alderman 
Cuthbert  should  single  himself  out  for 
that    criticism.      It    did    not    necessarily 

apply    to    him;      And    as    fQ.r Alderman 

Cleason.  nothing  was  further  from  his 
thoughts  than  that  he  should  be  re- 
garded as  criticising  his  work.  There 
was  only  one  thing  In  the  alderman's 
record  that  he  took  exception  to,  and 
that  was  his  attitude  regarding  the 
V.  &  S.  proposition.  He  did  not  think 
.Alderman.  Oleason  was  right  In  that, 
but  that  was  a  matter  of  opinion.  His 
reference  to  the  blunderers  was  only 
applicable  to  those  who  were  well  knq,wn 
to  be  blunderers.  He  thanked  Alderman 
Cuthbert  for  bringing  a  little  heat  into 
tlio    proceedings. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  attempted  to  re- 
ply again,  but  Mr.  Morley  insisted  that 
aa  he  had  already  given  the  alderman 
the  courtesy  of  the  floor.  It  was  up  to 
him  to  return  It.  In  moving  the  vote 
of  thanks  to  tho  chairman,  however, 
who  was  the  ex-mayor  himself.  Alder- 
man Cuthbert  lata  stress  upon  his  a4- 
vlce  not  to  regard  too  seriously  the 
bolstered  crltttjlsms  of  the  Council,  but 
to  follow  In  the  steps  of  the  cx-mayor, 
and   think  of   them  as  little  Jokes. 

Mr.  Morley  was  exceptionally  genprous 
with  his  time  last  night,  according  It  in 
limited  portions  to  every  candidate  whQ 
appeared  on  the  scene,  and  as  the  num- 
ber kept  increasing,  It  was  weU  after 
10  o'clock  before  he  started  at  all.  He 
confined  his  remarks  pretty  closely  to 
a  reiteration  of  his  attack  upon  the 
mayor  and  Council  in  regard  to  the 
V.  &  S.  deal,  the  alleged  deficit  of 
fSn.OOO,  and  the  "cosnioB  out  of  chaos" 
story.  He  also  charjped  that  the  method 
of  appolpting  a  land-purciiaslng  agent 
for  the  city  was  not  done  legally,  in  tlvil 
It  was  never  approved  by  the  Council.

Mr.  George  Oliver  expressed  the  hope 
that  "the  conscientious  cltlxens  would 
train  their  guns  upon  the  pirate  craft 
and  fire  a  broadside  Into  it.  'ao  as  to 
clear  the  political  firmament  of  the  moat 
ruthless  gang  of  pirates  that  aver  In 
vaded   any   country."

It  Is  not  so  many  years  ago 
tha:t  one  of  the  big  city  congregations 
almost  disrupted  over  the  question 
whether  an  organ  should  .be  Installed. 
There  were  a  good  many  puzzled  Pres- 
byterians when  Rev.  Mr.  Inkster  had 
Ijeen  in  London  a  few  months.  He  was 
radical,  he  was  socialistic,  some  said, 
he  was  not  aversie  to  grappling  with 
jinythlng,  and  there  were  even  a  few 
good  brothers  wlio  did  not  like  it  that 
.so  many  London  workmen  began  to 
crowd  their  church.  They  take  another 
view  of  it  today,  let  it  be  said.  There 
were  no  traditions  for  the  new  pastor 
if  they  Interfered  with  what  he  regard- 
ed as  the  legitimate  work  of  his  church 
and  the  legitimate  work  of  his  church 
was  not  bound  down  by  narrow  limits. 

"One  of  the  big  movements  that  be 
instituted  early  in  his  career  in  Lon- 
don was  the  Industrial  Council,  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  capital,  la- 
bor, the  church,  the  professions,  the 
city  and  all  the  organizations  that 
might  be  united  for  Industrial  peace 
and  progress.

Scores  of  minor  labor 
trnulilps  having  been  dealt  with  by  it, 
and  it  haH  further  cemented  good  rc- 
la  lions  between  employers  and  eni- 
jilovees  in  the  many  industrial  ostab- 
1  I'    the   city. 

In  Municipal  Affairs 
■■lii  miiniciiial  .-iffalra  Hr\.  .Mr.  Ink- 
sfr  has  aiiown  equal  public  spirit.  For 
two  years  past  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  l^ducation.  and  one  of 
the  valuable  works  that  he  curried  out 
during  the,  past  year  was  to  personally 
make  a  survey  of  London  schools  to  es- 
timate their  efficiency  and  determine 
their  outstamltng  needs.  It  was  a 
work  tliat  brought  high  tributes  from 
all  interested  In  municipal  affairs  and 
that  is  the  foundation  of  school  plans 
of   the   coming   years.

A  decline  in  the  navigation  Of  the 
Suez  Canal,  the  first  to  bo  noted  In  the 
pa.st  two  years,  was  recorded  when  the 
month  of  November  closed.  During 
that  period  the  total  numlier  of  vessels 
having  passed  through  the  waterway 
was  announced  to  be  424,  while  a  year 
ago,  during  the  same  month,  441  "tea- 
sels used  the  canal.

The  recent  Change  in  the  Government 
of  Japan,  which  was  brought  about  by 
the  difference  of  opinion  In  regard  to 
the  development  of  the  navy  of  that 
country,  creates  renewed  interest  In  tha 
schemes  which  are  proposed  by  the 
party  whose  views  have  won  the  day  so 
far  as  forcing  the  selection  of  a  new 
body  of  advisers.  Late  newspapers  from 
Japan  contain  an  account  of  the  pro- 
posals of  the  big  navy  party: 

It  Is  still  premature,  says  the  Tokyo 
Asahl,  to  say  that  the  naval  expansion 
programme  was  entirely  setUed  at  the 
recent  conference  between  the  Premier 
and  the  Minister  of  the  Navy.  On  the 
contrary,  both  the  big  scheme  of  350.- 
000,000  yen  and  that  of  90.000,000  yen—, 
which  Is  nothing  but  a  part  of  the  for- 
mer—rstill    remain    unsettled. 

Referring  to  the  details  of  the  big 
scheme,  the  same  journal  says  the  plan 
of  the  navy  authorities  is  not  to  build 
up  a  navy  strong  enough  to  meet  the 
whole  navy  of  a  certain  Power  which 
Is  the  hypothetic  enemy  but  a  force 
which  can  destroy  the  force  which  that 
Power  can  despatch  to  the  sea,  which  is 
the   hypothetic   scene    of   battle. 

Furthermore,  in  compliance  with  the 
recent  progress  In  naval  strategy,  the 
navy  authorities  desire  to  form  one 
squadron  of  eight  battleships.  Instead 
of  six,  as  at  present,  and  for  this  ob-

XICW  YORK,  Jan.  1  n^-i/anadian 
trade  dispatches  to  Uun's  Iteview  from 
branch  offices  of  the  H.  \i.

Mild 
weather  and  lack  of  snow  have  retarded 
the  movement  in  some  lines,  but  Indi- 
cations are  favorable  In  drygoods,  gro- 
ceries,  footwear  and  other  staples. 

rUiKincH.'t  is  up  to  the  average  for  the 
season  at  Quebec  in  most  brandies,  and 
manufacturer.s  continue   busy. 

WhoicMale  trade  is  still  quiet  at  To- 
ronto, as  is  only  natural  at  this  scJison, 
but  the  outlook  is  extremely  promising. 
Groceries  are  very  firm,  and  provisions 
are  in  fairly  .brisk  demand,  while  there 
is  a  moderate  movement  of  trade  with 
unchanged    prices. 

tjuiet  prevails  at  Hamilton,  where 
merchant.^  are  busy  taking  .stock.  In 
the  Far  West  -and  Northwest  there  Is 
a  temporary  lull,  but  merchants  ex- 
press  much    confidence   In    the    future.
